The examination was bigbly 
crediuble to both pupils and teachers, 
showing a very rapid intellectual progress

Many of the pupils at the time they enter- 
ed this school did not know the alphabet, 
but diligent study and close application t< 
their tanks have, under an efficient corps ol 
instructors, given the scholars a triumph 
and victory over ignorance, and their re- 
ward is ability t<> Mad and write remarka- 
bly nU. Tins speak- volumes of praise 
for the lmlefatigalile Principal, Mr. L- B. 
Toomer, and his able assistants, who de- 
spite all the obstacles, bitter prejudice, and 
opposition that has beset them, have con- 
tinued in the good work <>i educating and 1 er and separated 
elevating this despised race of people, until 
their progress is most flattering. — As is the 
custom m all school examinations, prizes 
were given for the most proficient scholars. 
The first prize for the best reader, was 
.•iwarded to Win. Marshall, and the second 
to Elizabeth Hill, whose 
reading and excellent 

admiration of all the spectators present. 
Each of the rot ri]*eti tors lor the prizes ac- 
quitted themselves most admirably, and 
too much credit cannot be given to the able 
corps of teachers for the skill and proficien- 
cy as well as aptitude they have displayed 
in training up these people, and by discip- 
lining their reasoning powers, teach them 
to shun vice and wickedness and to lead a 
moral life. This institution of learning, 
one i,f the first of the kind in Savannah, 
was organized on the l.">th day of January, 
is**'., ami founded under tbeiinmediateaus- 
pfceo pa of the ( 'olored Educational Associa- 
tion of Savannah, an auxiliary aid to the 
American Missionary S<x-iety of New York.

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male scholars, to whom all the branches of 
an English grammar school education are 
taught, and it is as refreshing as wonderful 
to see with what earnestness and avidity 
these liberated people seek for information. 
All manifest a desire to learn. About five 
hours a day are devoted to study. There is 
still room for more scholars, and persons 
having children or wards to educate, would 
do well to send them. The school is free for 
all, and no child need now thirst 1 <r kuowl 
edge which is the tree of life. The teachers 
are L. It. Toomer. principal, formerly of 
Ohataataa, S. C, A. DeLaMotta, of Macon, 
Ga., first assistant. The other assistants 
are Eugene Truchelut, William Rose, Mrs.

Jilding now <x < upied for instruct- 
ing colored children was originally used as 
a Medical College, but more recently as a 
lerate Hospital. Three years ago, 
Fort Pulaski fell, might have been 
the hospital flag of the rebels floating 
from the top ol this building, now through 
the instrumentality of Divine Providence 
dedicated to teachihg the children of bon- 
dage the inestimable blessing of a proper 
use of liberty and how to act in their new 
condition of life. What a change since 
then. Now, in three ehort years, colored 
children, many of whom were then slaves 
and bondsmen, living in utter ignorance of 
that enligbtment which the mind is capa- 
ble of being taught, are being instructed in 
the rudiments of an English education, the 
mind being opened to those higher ar d 
more ennobling traits of character of which 
the black race is susceptible, and that, too, 
in the very house then occupied by men 
who were engaged in a war against the Un- 
ion and for the perpetuation and extension 
of slavery. What a commentary upon 
man's destiny! Verily, "man proposes 
and God disposes." We welcome these loy- 
al teachers to our city, and may their labors 
continue to be as productive and as suc- 
cessful as the brst examination of the Ogle- 
thrope Free Schools. Just think of the as- 
tounding metamorphosis that has taken 
place, when we behold two white ■—, na- 
tives of South Carolina and Georgia, ' .ach- 
ing the black race the word of life, a hein- 
ous crime, punishable with death, in near.y 
all the Southern States before the war. 



"The Failure of Free Socle' y." 
About ten years ago there appeared one of 
the few contributions to literature which 
have been made bv the State of Virginia. 
Its title was "The Failure of Free Society," 
by George Fitzhugh, of King George coun- 
ty. The book was an elaborate effort to 
prove that the experiment of self-govern- 
ment has utterly failed, and that the world 
is rapidly falling upon chattel slavery as 
the only safe and permanent order of 
things. The active, intellectual lifeof the free 
States, with its "spirit rappings," and :L 
"isms," and the crowded and cramped so- 
cial life of the cities, with its poverty and 
its vice, were the unmisakable indications 
of decay and failure. The whole "relig- 
ious" and "dramatic" press of the South 
teemed with the grand discovery of the 
King George county philosopher, and the 
Southern mind was completely inoculated 
with the new theory. Mr. Fitzhugh was 
himself a mild and amiable man, but his 
teachings chimed in admirably with the 
political schemes of slavehoiding dema- 
gogues, and served to madden and influ- 
ence still more the passions of the Southern 
people, which at length broke out in the 
convulsive effort to dissolve the Union. 
We have heard nothing from Mr. Fitzhugh 
since the war commenced, but it maybe 
hoped that he has survived its disasters, in 
order that be may be the witness of the life 
and death struggle between the two forms 
of society— free and slave. He will have 
seen the" desolation of his native State of 
Virginia, her little cities and towns riddled 
| with shot and shells; her fair country man- 
i sions converted into hospitals or barracks 
for soldiers; her artstocracy begging fo* 
I bread; her slaves become freemen and sol- 
diers; and her very capital taken possession 
of by a corns o» black troops. He will have 
seen that even the leaders of the rebellion 
lound slavery incompatible with the stern 
necessities of a state of war; that they were 
seriously debating the expediency of its 
extripation at the moment of their over- 
throw, and that they had adopted a policy 
of arming slaves to tight their battles, with 
the full consciousness that it must result in 
the .destruction of the institution. 

If, after this survey of the state of things 
in the South, Mr. Fitzhugh should still 
cling to his theory of "the failure of free 
society," he should be invited to make a 
tour through the Northern Stales. He 
should visit the cities and witness their in- 
creasing opulence, as if the country were 
in a state of profound peace with all the 
world; he should go to the country, and be- 
hold the abundance which crowns the 
labors of the husbandman; and he should 
visit the schools and churches, and the citi- 
zens in their homes, and thus see what free- 
dom will do for a people, even in a time of 
civil war. The lover of freedom will be 
fully revenged for whatever injury Mr. 
Fitzhugh did their cause, if he has surviv- 
ed to become a witness of the irrepressibfc 
conflict between free and slave societies, 
which his own writings did so much to 
hasten. — [Wash. Chron.

The 
Emperor threatened with death any person 
who should injure the apparatus, but the 
inhabitants of the vilage ot Mohovany nev- 
ertheless cut down the wires. The irate 
Emperor straightway had the plaee sur- 
rounded by his troops, and the heads of ten 
prominent citizens were forthwith cut off 
and Axed on the telegraph poles as an aw- 
ful warning. 

— Wilmerdt Smith's European Times say ^ 
there has been an increase of distressed spin- 
ners, amounting to 1648 for the first week in 
February, as compared with similar returns 
for the first week iu January. It is feared 
that thiB distress will largely increase buou Id 
the frost continue. There are now ninety- 
eight thousand persons in receipt of relief 
in the twenty-seven unions which embrace 
the cotton manufacturing districts. Still, it 
is satisfactory to know that this return, un- 
favorable as it is, compares pleasantly with 
the corresponding week in last year, al- 
though the fund for their relief is rapidly 
decreasing. 

—The Zoological Garden, at Bois de Bou- 
logne, besides being an agreeable prome- 
nade for the Parisians, has proved to be a 
remunerative speculation. The sale of ani- 
mals and birds bred there produced 105,000/. 
651'. last year, and the eggs 10,000f. Among 
the birds sold were 704 common pheasants, 
389 gold do., 288 silver and 214 of other 
breeds, 225 wild ducks, 548 tame do., 301 
white swans, 87 black do., 75 white storks, 
:148 black Creve-co'urs cocks and beus, 356 
do., of the Houdon baeed, 250 paroquets, 1 
deej from Japan, 1 from Borneo, 11 from 
Russia, 15 French, 2;> from Cochin China, 12 
from Paraguay, and 26 from other countries. 

— The Council of the Government of Al- 
geria has decided on creating at Fort Napo- 
leon, in the centre of the Kabyle tribes, a 
school for instruction in the working of iron 
and wood. The course of study will last 
three years, and the number of apprentices 
be limited to fifty, of whom thirty-four will 
belong to the section of the iron trades, and 
sixteen to that of wood and cabinet work. 
The school will be divided into three classes, 
in each of which the pupils will receive pay- 
ment in proportion to their degree of ad- 
vancement, and on leaving, those who shall 
have gone through all the classes of the es- 
tablishment will receive as a reward a col- 
lection of the tools most necessary for the 
branch of trade they intend to follow. 

— The Paris Mouiteur publisnes the fol- 
lowing decree : "The Administration ol 
Public Instruction, wishing to show its 
sympathy with misfortune, exempts Polish 
students in all the colleges and faculties of 
Paris from the expenses of their education, 
and throws open to them every lycee in the 
empire, as well as all the courses of lectures 
of the different faculties. But as these 
privileges cannot defray all the expenses 
incident to a complete course of instruc- 
tion, a subscription has been opened at the 
evening meetings of the Sorbonne for the 
purchase of the necessary instruments, 
books, cVc, which are indispensable for the

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At the request of Major General Palmer, 
commanding in this Department, the un- 
dersigned have been at the pains to inquire 
into the number, condition and wants of 
the colored people w'th regard to common 
school education, and beg leave, respect- 
fully, to report: 

That it appears from the City Assessor's 
books, for 1864, that the number of slaves 
was 3,067; the number of free persons not 
accurately taken, but by approximate esti- 
mate, 1,400; and the number of freedmen 
from abroad, since, at a rough estimate, 
2,000. Total, 6,407. 

Agreeably to the proportions usually 
found in the common schools of the coun- 
try which vary from one-third to one-fifth 
of the whole population, it is probable that 
there are in Louisville from 1 300 to 2,000 
children of the proper ages to be at school, 
or, taking the medium number, 1,600. I* is 
probable that a larger proportion of these 
than of the whites will be kept out of school 
by necessary labor; but then as large a 
number over the usual ages, for a part of 
the year, will desire to go to school. It 
would not be safe, therefore, to place the 
number to be provided for, with sittings 
and teachers, much below 1,600. 

This being the measure of the demand, 
we next addressed ourselves to the question 
of supply. 

Tbere are at present six schools In opera- 
tion in this city, conducted by four male 
and five female Teachers: 

L Fifth street, Baptist, Rev. Henry 
Adams. Miss Boxboro, and Mr. Adam's 
daughter, Teachers. It has been in exis- 
tence above 20 years and numbers 112 
Scholars. 

2. Center street, Methodist, 
Wilson, Miss Alice Woodson, 
Trustees and numbers 110. 

3. Ninth street, Methodist, Rev. Thos. 
Brooks, assisted by his wife, numbers 60. 

4. St. Mark's Episcopal, Green street, by 
Ninth, Mr. D. D. Deunechy (white) Teacher, 
numbers 46. 

5. Quinn's Chapel, Walnut street, Mr. 
Cook, numbers 45. 

6. Jackson street, Methodist, Mr. Henry 
Miller, numbers 47. 

These numbers represeut a fair average, 
420. 

School 
for 1.200. 

Several of the schools are of recent origin, 
and great allowance is to be made for the 
deficiencies in the class of teachers first em- 
ployed. They are best, as would naturally 
be expected, in those which have been long- 
est established, and in the schools of the 
Uev. Mr. Adams are of a character quite up 
to the average of our city schools. Some of 
the new teachers promise remarkably well, 
particularly Mr. Cook, in Quinn's Chapel, 
and Mr. Miller, in Jackson street, whose 
attainments in mathematics and astronomy 
are spokeu of as remarkable. 

The interest expressed by the colored 
people themselves, iu the subject of educa- 
tion, since the prospect of freedom has been 
clearly before them, is something really 
wonderful. In proof of this, reference is 
made to the numerous public meetings 
which they have held this winter, on the 
subject; to the great increase in schools 
and' in average attendance; to the desire to 
secure the services of a white teacher, and 
to improve the character of all the teach- 
ers; to the number attending Mr. 
Deunechy's night school at St. Marks, aver- 
aging for weeks during the shortest da vs in 
the year 60 or 80; to the fact that no less 
thau seven relinquished their regular em- 
ployments, at high wages, in order that 
they might attend day school as well as 
night. It is a fact worthy of remark that 
all of the schools now in operation are, for 
the most part, pay schools, and at a rate of 
compensation averaging §10 a year for each 
pupil— three or four limes as much as the 
average in the free schools of the country; 
and amounting, for 400 pupils, to the very 
large sum of $4,000 a year. Where can a 
population so small and of such limited 
means be found who re paying as much 
for education ? 

The like is rarely wituessed amongst un- 
educated foreigners in this country, and 
cannot be readily accounted for except up- 
on the principle that they feel the powerful 
influence of the great change which has 
come over their social condition and pros- 
pects. They plainly perceive the advan- 
tages of education in improving that condi- 
tion, and affording them greater facility iu 
obtaining a livelihood and realizing a small 
esta e. And the duty of the Government, 
of the city authority, and of the christian 
public to avail themselves of this newly 
manifested interest in education, and to ex- 
tend to them a helping hi nd In every prof- 
itable way, cannot be too deeply impressed 
upon all their consciences. To neglect this 
opportunity would be as mischievous as it 
would be criiniual. We want to convert 
our former servants, as soon as possible,in- 
to intelligent, industrious, useful, christian 
citizens. 

The attention of the christian community 
throughout the country has been turned to 
this qmestion, in its broader aspects, and 
the delegates of several Freemen's Aid 
Societies have either visited this city, or 
have written to inquire what work of this 
kind needs to be done here, and what are 
the best methods of doing it. Upon con- 
sultation and reflection, the undersigned 
would respectfully suggest at the close of 
this report: 

1st. That a superintendent of colored 
common schools should be appointed for a 
time, by some competent authority, and at 
a moderate compensation, to have an eye 
over all the schools now in existeuce, and 
to promote the establishment of others as 
they may be ueeded. 

2d. That, as opportunity offers, the quali- 
fications of the preseut teachers should be 
improved, or, as vacancies occur, their 
places be supplied by a more competent 
class of teachers. 

3d. That, during the summer, a cheap 
frame school-house should be erected, if 
possible, with accommodations for two 
hundred pupils, where instruction shall be 
free; and, should this prove insufficient, 
then another of like description aud di- 
mensions, in a different part of the city, 
when one could be for a boys' free school 
and the other for a girls'.

It was fouud the President had been shoi 
through th2 bead, above the temporal 
bone, aud that some of the brain was oozing 
out. He was removed to a private bouse 
ite the theater. 
Su rgeon General of the army and 
other surgeons were sent for to attend to his 
condition. On an examination of the pri 
vate box blood was discovered on the back 
of the cushion rocking chair on which th 
President had been sitting. Also on the 
partition, and on the floor a common 
single barrelled pocket pistol was fouud oi 
the carpet. A military guard was place, 
in front of the private residence to which 
the President had been conveyed. An im 
inense crowd was in front of it, all deeply 
anxious to learu the condition of th 
President, 

It had been previously announced that 
the wound was mortal, hut all hoped other 
wise. The shock to the community was 

terrible. 

At midnight the cabinet, Messrs. Sumner 
Bepoy, and Farnsworth, Judge Bates, Gov 
Oglesby, Gen. Meigs, Col. Hays, and a few 
personal friends, with Surgeon Genera 
Barnes and his immediate assistants were 
m round his bedside. 

The President was in a state of syncope, 
totally insensible, and breathing slowly; 
the blood oozttd from the wound at the 
back of his head. The surgeon used every 
possible effort of medical skill, but all hope 
was gone.

The Louisville Journal, after the fall of 
Donelson, said there whs no fabled punish- 
meut in the regions of the damned which 
would not be lenient to the leading invad

|nanoe ot the white population. There is a 
very considerable amount of property in 
hands of colored people here. They 
lare taxed with punctual care in support of 
|the free schools for white children. There 
ire no free schools for their own. They 
Ipay tbeir taxes cheerfully, and then proceed 
I to spend several thousand dollars per au 
|num in educating their own children. 

We commend this report to the reader. It 
contains many interesting facts, and sug 
Uestions that will gain in importance here 
lafter. In tbe very near future, the negro] 
fin this State as elsewhere in the rescued 
JRepublic, is to have the enjoyment of thej 
I' 'inalienable right" to "life, liberty, and the 
>ursuit of "happiness." Such measure of 
■alt nre as he is able to attain to, be will 
•k, and will reach in one way or another, 
fit. is greatly, even infinitely to the interest 
>f both races and of all parties concerned 
khat he should rise out of ignorance and 
lbarbarisni as rapidly and as soon as possi- 
ble. 

Coercion removed, we must plant in its 
Iplace elevated human motives. Having 
(tried the experiment of keeping the negrt 
la slave and a savage, and baviug brought 
jthe nation to the very brink of chaos in the 
[trial, it is high time to begin the opposite 
(experiment of making him a free man and 
la civilizee. Civilization and freedom are 
indissolubly bound together. And so o: 
bondage and barbarism. If slavery is 
Irigbt, the laws enforcing ignorance of the 
slave are unquestionably justifiable, llut 
right or wrong, when slavery is overthrown 
jit becomes a matter of universal public 
|concern, that the mental and moral condi- 
tion inseparable from thorough servitude, 
|->hould be supplanted by that appropriate 
and essential to freedom. 

Even the determined enemies to eman- 
cipation in Maryland, when they found 
Ithe measure about to triumph, came out 
manfully in favor of generous provisions 
Ifor tbe education of tbe freed men. It is as 
Imuch of an anomaly and a peril, to have a 
lass of fre9 savages in society, us to have a 
Iclass of cultivated slaves. 

1 1 seems to us therefore that we are serv- 
ing society and the State not less than the 
;olortd race, by rendering such assistance 
las will give them at least an even chance, 
wiili others in securing the blessings of ed 
lucation. Duty, policy and fair play all co- 
incide here. 

We shall have occasion to recur to this 
[subject hereafter. Gen. Palmer vindicates 
[afresh hi* sagacity and indomitable pa 
itriotism by interesting himself in this mat 
Iter. His eye is clear enough to see that we 
have started in a new era. Our old fogic- 
will discover this in the course of time, and 
1 will then begin to turn away from the 
counsels of the rheumy and steadily oss 
|fying political faction which has boun 
itself and would fain bind the Slate to a 
|regime that is dead, and a policy that 
obsolete.

Rumors were afloat that he had been re- 
moved because the Government disapprov 
ed his action in granting safe conduct to 
the rebel legislature, but these rumors are 
now contradicted. 

OENEUAL LEE. 

Gen. Lee arrived in Richmond on Wed- 
nesday and proceeded at once to bis home. 
the pursuit of lee— another account. 

New York, April 14.— The World has a 
graphic account of the pursuit and surren- 
der of Lee. It appears that the 2d and 5th 
corps came first upon Lee's rear from the 
East, just West of Amelia Court House. 
The army of the James at the same time 
pressed forward from the South-eaai. The 
' th corps came in between and struck Ew- 
ell's corps and with Sheridan's cavalry, 
captured that Commander with most of his 
command. A moment before Ewell sent 
a note to Lee urging him to surrender. 

Our lines now formed three-fourths of a 
circle, north, east and south around the 
rebel lines. We pressed on until Saturday 
evening, when Custar's and Men itt's caval- 
ry reached Appomattox C. H., (on the 
maps Clover Hill,) the county seat of Ap- 
{Kimattox county, west of the rebel army, 
and completing the circle. During Satur- 
day night Lee thought he could cut his way 
through and reach Danville, directly south, 
he having encountered cavalry only at the 
point he had selected for his enterprise. 

Ou Sunday morning he made the at- 
tempt, but in the meantime the 5th corps 
came up, and rebels received a shock which 
told them at last that all was over. The 
negotiations for surrender then followed.

Important from Hi 

By the brig Grace Worthington, Captain 
Liad, at this port yesterday, from British 
Honduras, we received important advices 
from our special correspondents in Balize, 
dated to the 18th of March. Maximilian, 
of Mexico, has undertaken his first war 
outside of the limits of the Empire. Four 
thousand of the imperial troops had reach- 
ed Le Sal, Yucatan, by way of Bucalar, in 
order to attempt the complete conquest of 
Yucatan and the subjugation or extermi- 
nation of the Mazenal or Maya In- 
dians. One half of the Mexican 
force Is made up of Belgians, the 
other of native Mexicans. Theu: ene- 
mies number half a million of Indians, 
brave, vindictive, patriotic to a fault, and 
very superstitious. Since the year 1849 the 
Mexicans have held a small portion of the 
State of Yucatan. They now seek to take 
and hold the remainder, with the capital. 
While the inhabitants of Belize were agita- 
ted by the news of this movement, a corps 
of French officers from Mexico arrived in 
their town — an event which iucreased the 
excitement. The Frenchmen said they 
were naturalists, journeying on a scientific 
expedition; but it was feared that their ob- 
ject was more strictly professional in a mil- 
itary point of view. The produce of sugar, 
rum, molasses, coffee, cocoa, and tobacco in 
the colony will be abundant, but the cotton 
crop is a failure. Trade was dull and mon- 
ey was scarce.-[N. Y. Herald, 11th inst.

The caval- 
ry, under Sheridan, also faced about and 
swept rapidly down around the left of the' 
tith cops, which had become the left wing of 
the army. The 2d corps being In advance 
struck the enemy first, near Dantouyille, 
midway between Amelia and Farmville. 
The Oth moving to the left ol the 2d, South 
of Dantouyille, on the road interseoting that 
on which the enemy was being pursued, 
aud struck Ewell's corps at four iu the 
evening. At the same moment 
Custar's and Merritt's ca/alry attacked 
Ewell in the rear of the 2d corps, moving 
down from above to join in Che asaalt, 
which resulted in Ewell's surrender. 

During the night Lee was very busy 
crossing a portion of his troops over High 
Bridge. He prepared his trains and the re- 
mainder for retreat. 

Friday morning found Lee below, mak- 
ing for Appomattox Court House via 
Pan 1 1 din's Station.
